> to the recent outrages by night 
riders Gen. P. P. Johnston, Adju 
tant General, has placed into the 
hands of citizens of the tobacco dis- 
. tricts where lawlessness has occur- 
' red arms and ammunition with 
which to protect themselves. Some 
time ago Gen. Johnston distributed 
guns and high-power cartridges. 
, To-day he ordered the high-power 
cartridges returned and sent in their 
place "mob ammunition," which is 
extremely deadly at 150 yards. It is 
guaranteed to stop any mob. 

Gen. Johnston ordered Maj. Bas- 
sett and the Hopkinsville company 
relieved from duty in that city. Or- 
ders have been issued detaching 
Maj. G, W. Albrecht from the Board 
of Survey and sending him to Hop- 
kinsville as the head of a detach- 
y ment of fifteen men from the Mid- 
dlesboro company. 

The above dispatch from Frank- 
fort came as a surprise to the peo- 
ple of Hopkinsville Thursday. Mayor 
^ Meacham happened to be in Frank- 
J% fort that day and learned from Gen. 
Johnston that the change had been 
decided upon early in the week and 
that Maj. Albrecht left for Middles- 
boro that day and would start as soon 
| as possible, arriving at Hopkinsville 
before the end of the week. Maj. 
Albrecht will be in charge with one 
or two other officers and 15 men. 
■fang about 18 soldiers. Co. D. 
/Was on duty from Dec. 7 to Dec. 17. 
when Co. 11. of Louisville, relieved 
the local company and served until 
Jan. 14, when Co. D. was again as- 
signed to duty, and a few days later 
the soldiers were reduced to a detail 
of 20 men and three officers.

A gang of night riders visited the 
home of Lucian W. Means, three 
miles from town oh the Princeton 
road Wednesday night, and whipped 
him with horsewhips. There were 
16 men in the gang, armed with 
shotguns and pistols. Some had 
masks on and others had their faces 
blackened. They wore the regula- 
tion white patches on their shoulders 
The gang came on horseback and 
hitched their horses at the road. Two 
men went to the house and knocked 
on the door and called to Mr. Means 
to come out, threatening to dyna- 
j mite the house if he did not, saying 
he would not be hurt. He went out 
and was escorted to the gate. He 
was asked if he belonged to the as- 
sociation and told them he did not. 
He was also asked if he had divided 
a share crop and sold his part, which 
he admitted. They then struck him 
a dozen or more times with a whip, 
three men taking part. After or- 
dering him to join the association 
they left. No shots were fired. The 
men cut the telephone wires in the 
vicinity. 

Mr. Means is about 55 years old 
and has a large family. He is a poor 
and hard-working farmer and a 
devout member of the Methodist 
church.

Sales -to Mail Order Houses. 

. Proprietors who sell mall order 
houses directly should, by every law- 
ful means, be induced to discontinue 
marketing their goods through these 
avenues. If desired results can be ac- 
complished in no other way, the pro- 
prietors should be given the alterna- 
tive of choosing between the retail 
druggists, the logical distributers of 
their goods, and the demoralizers 
named. It is the opinion of your com- 
mittee that druggists would receive 
far better treatment from all the pro- 
prietors if aggressive efforts were 
made by each druggist individually 
to discourage the sale of products that 
are overpriced, those that are not 
protected in any way against price de- 
moralization, and those that are sup- 
plied by proprietors to mail order 
louses with full knowledge that they 
are to be sold to the consumer 
wholesale prices. 

As for the denials that are promptly 
forthcoming whenever this subject' is 
broached to the proprietors that they 
are supplying mail order houses, the 
free use of electrotypes (illustrating 
certain lines of goods) as are 
stantly appearing in the catalogues of 
these houses, electrotypes that are 
Identical with those the proprietors 
themselves are constantly using, 
taluly demands explanation.— Detroit 
Retail Druggist.

COMFORT FOR ftABY 



INDISPENSABLE CLOTHING FOR 
THE WINTER. 

Flannel Bands and Shirts the First 
Necessity— All Garments for 
Little One Are Easily 
Made at Home. 

A winter baby has needs that the 
youngster who arrives in the spring or 
summer knows nothing about. His 
clothing must be warm, above all 
things. Babies grow quickly, and of 
late years mother* are beginning to 
realize that too many thlngB of one 
kind are a foolish extravagance. Three 
flannel bands and three flannel shirts 
are the flrHt necessity. If one can 
knit, by the way, or knows some old 
lady who does. It Is a good plan to 
have the bands made by hand, as they 
are warmer and softer than the ma- 
chine-made article. 

There must be three flannel sitirts, 
two plain ones, and another a little 
more elaborate for company occasions. 
Dress-up clothes for babies are getting 
to be less and less the style now that 
people are beginning to see that it la 
bad for the child to be paraded about 
for company to poke In the ribs and 
kiss on the mouth. Either the little 
princess model, for which there are 
many patterns, or the wide waist 
band may be used for these flannel 
skirts. He careful, however, that all 
the skirts nip of the same weight, for 
a change might cause a fatal cold to 
the newly arrived winter baby. 

Four underskirt* of flannel also 
are necessary, and these may be cut 
on the same lines as the outer skirt, 
if one wishes. Four little cotton night 
dresses, jrathered Into a band at the 
ueck and with plain bishop sleeves, 
will also be necessary. They must 
be very simply trimmed, a plain lawn 
frill around the hand being enough. 

Then there must be six simple 
presses for every day and two nicer 

The common dresses should be 
made with yokes, either tucked or 
trimmed with Insertion, and both neck 
and sleeves may be finished with a 
tiny lace frill. These dresses should 
inches long when finished, 
though the best dresses may be long- 
if one wishes. Cambric, nainsook 
English cloth are the best mate- 
rials. 

Cambric might be used for the 
every-day dresses, long cloth for the 
nighties, while the finer nainsook is 
reserved for the best slips. For out- 
door wear on mild days there should 
a warm flannel bonnet, which one 
could embroider In silk floss; or a 
plain flannel lining should be used, 
with an outside of china silk. A flan- 
nel shawl or two to put on Inside the 
coat and for house wear also will be 
necessary, and there should be a 
dainty nun's veiling wrapper, quilted 
with sheets of lamb's wool. Then 
there must be little wool booties and 
a loose warm wrap of some heavy

Natives will deceive 
travelers about the scarcity of water, 
hen the truth Is the wells are hid- 
den, and the Tuarges, who serve as 
guides to caravans, always choose the 
most difficult and desolate routes, in 
order to keep the caravans In a 6tate 
or dependency. 

Caravans become more frequent: 
ravelers succeed each other; but the 
secret of the Sahara is well kept and 
Its reputation of barrenness is well 
preserved. For example, Oscar Lens 
crossed the Sahara and reached Tim- 
buctoo without seeing anything but 
desert land, and yet he mentions that 
behind a chain of hills which he 
iassed ihere was a place called by the 
natives The Head of the Waters."
